Some  parents  must  be  wondering 
why  at  St.  Andrew's  we  have  thrown 
out  the  old  traditional  French  course 
in  favour  of  an  entirely  new  method. 
We  decided  to  make  the  change  effec- 
tive in  September  of  last  year  and  with 
this  in  mind  steps  were  taken  to  ensure 

that  our  French  masters  would  be  ready 
with  all  the  necessary  pre-course  train- 
ing: Mr.  Macfarlane  and  Mr.  Stoate 
were  sent  on  a  one  week  course  to 
Philadelphia  last  Spring,  Mr.  Hemmings 
attended  a  special  seminar  held  in  Tor- 
onto last  Summer  and  Mr.  Johnson  was 
already  qualified,  having  used  the  new 
method  in  his  classes  in  the  Montreal 
school  system.  The  subsequent  an- 
nouncement by  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Education  that  beginning  in 
1968  there  would  no  longer  be  a  Grade 
XIII  examination  in  French  made  us 
doubly  certain  that  we  were  on  the 
right  track  in  making  this  rather  rad- 
ical change. 

French  is  a  "living"  language  -  and 
it  lives  only  when  it  is  spoken.  At.  St. 
Andrew's  we  are  now  placing  all  of  the 
emphasis  on  the  spoken  language.  Dur- 
ing Lhe  first  year  ol  ihe  couisc  there 
is  no  reading  and  no  writing. 

What  is  this  new  method?  It  is 
variously  known  as  Voix  et  Images  de 
France  and  the  St.  Cloud  method  since 
it  was  first  designed  by  the  Ecole  Nor- 
male  at  St.  Cloud  in  France.  Proof  of 
its  success  is  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
adopted  in  some  60  countries  through- 
out  the   world. 

If  you  have  a  boy  or  know  a  friend 
in  Grade  VII,  VIII  or  IX,  you  may 
have  heard  him  talk  about  Monsieur 
et  Madame  Thibaut.  Boys  in  these 
grades  by  now  know  quite  a  lot  about 
les  Thibaut  and  what  is  more,  they  can 
SAY  what  they  know.  They  have  seen 
them  on  the  classroom  screen  and  they 
have  heard  them  speak  via  tape  record- 
ers in  every  class  they  have  attended 
since  last  September.  True  -  to  -  life 
situations  drawn  from  the  contempor- 
ary life  of  France  and  involving  les 
Thibaut  and  their  friends  are  projected 
onto  the  screen.  Each  situation  is  a 
specially  drawn  picture  on  a  filmstrip 
and  it  is  accompanied  by  a  commentary 
or  a   dialogue   on   the   tape   recorder. 

Don't  think  that  the  student  just 
sits  there,  looking  and  listening.  He 
knows  that  after  every  presentation  of 
a  new  situation  he  is  going  to  be  asked 
to  repeat  the  French  exactly  as  it  was 
spoken  and  then  to  manipulate  the  var- 
ious speech  patterns  acquired,  applying 
them   to  his  own   life   and  environment. 

Ni.xt  year  the  new  course  will  in- 
clude Grade  X  and  then  it  will  pro- 
gress one  grade  each  year  right  up  to 
Grade  XIII  so  that  by  1971  the  whole 
school  will  be  deeply  involved  in  Voix 
et  Images.  One  thing  about  the  method 
which  naturally  appeals  to  the  boys  is 
that  there  is  no  homework.  Each  class 
represents  40  minutes  of  intense  con- 
centration making  outside  preparation  by 
the  student  quite  unnecessary.  Eventual- 
ly all  of  the  boys  will  have  their  own 
book  of  "images"  corresponding  to  the 
ones  they  see  on  the  classroom  screen 
and  their  own  set  of  records  contaning 
all  of  the  dialogue  they  hear  on  the 
classroom  tape  recorder.  Any  student 
who  is  experiencing  difficulty  in  keep- 
ing up  to  the  pace  of  the  rest  of  the 
class  will  therefore  be  equipped  to  do 
the    necessary    outside    preparation. 

There  is  a  new  enthusiasm  for 
French  at  St.  Andrew's  as  a  result  of 
this  new  method.  The  boys  are  gen 
uinely  trying  to  master  the  pronunci- 
ation, the  rhythm  and  the  intonation 
of  the  language  and  it  is  our  firm 
conviction  that  at  the  end  of  four  years 
every  St.  Andrew's  boy  will  be  able  to 
understand,  to  speak,  to  read  and  to 
write  French  within  the  range  of  his 
own    experiences. 


FOOTBALL  -  The  First  team  was  in 
contention  for  a  share  of  the  LBF 
title  until  the  final  game,  when  a 
strong  U.C.C.  team  outplayed  our 
boys  to  take  the  honours.  The  Sec- 
onds came  through  in  fine  style, 
winning  7  out  of  8  games  and  the 
LBF  Championship.  The  Thirds  had 
a  5  and  4  win  and  loss  record,  while 
an  inexperienced  Macdonald  house 
team    performed    creditably. 

SOCCER  -  A  very  active  soccer  season 
was  enjoyed  this  year,  with  no  less 
than  six  teams  representing  the 
School.  The  Firsts  finished  second, 
and  the  Seconds  finished  first  in  LBF 
competition,  and  some  very  fine  pro- 
spects appeared  on  Macdonald  House 
teams. 

Statistically,  174  boys  represent- 
ed St.  Andrew's  in  77  football  or 
soccer  events  against  other  schools 
during  the  autumn  term.  The  score- 
board read  34  games  won.  33  lost 
and    10   tied. 

TENNIS  -  In  tennis.  Robin  Brownrigg 
lost  in  a  play  off  for  the  G.B.S.S.A. 
singles    title. 

HOCKEY  -  With  the  availability  of 
the  new  Aurora  Arena  the  calibre  of 
hockey  improved  considerably  this 
season.  A  comparatively  youthful 
First  Team  put  up  the  best  showing 
in  several  years,  while  some  promis- 
ing material  appeared  on  the  other 
teams.  Our  problem  in  developing 
hockey  players  still  centres  around 
insufficient  practise  time,  and  will 
not  be  solved  until  the  School  has 
its  own   artificial  ice. 

BASKETBALL  -  Congratulations  are 
extended  to  Coach  Geoff  Smith  and 
his  First  Team  for  the  most  success- 
ful season  since  1955.  Starting  mod- 
estly, they  gathered  momentum  with 
every  game,  winning  the  Little  Big 
Four  Championship  in  convincing 
fashion  and  chalking  up  a  record  of 
1 2  wins  with  only  2  losses.  The 
Seconds  and  Thirds  both  did  well, 
too.  which  should  indicate  a  healthy 
future   in   this  sport. 

SWIMMING  -  St.  Andrew's  captured 
its  second  LBF  title  within  a  week 
when  the  swimmers  won  the  annual 
meet  at  Hart  House  by  a  substantial 
margin.  After  being  runner  up  in 
the  three  previous  years,  this  was 
a  tasty  reward  for  Coach  Gaspar 
Guggino  and  his  boys.  Point  stand- 
ings were  St.  Andrew's  80.  Ridley 
50,  Upper  Canada  27,  T.C.S.  13.  In 
running  up  their  total  S.A.C.  took 
first  place  in  7  of  the  10  events,  with 
Dave  Whileside  of  Peterboro  winn- 
ing 3.  In  7  dual  meets  with  other 
schools  the  Junior  Team  was  un- 
defeated.

Enjoying  of- 
ficial recognition  by  the  U.S.  Internal 
Revenue  Service  as  a  non-profit  educ- 
ational trust,  it  provides  tax  deductibil- 
ity to  donors  both  for  income  tax  and 
estate  tax  and  succession  duty  purposes. 
Lack  of  such  an  organization  up  to  this 
time  has  been  an  almost  insuperable 
handicap  in  obtaining  financial  assist- 
ance for  S.A.C.  in  that  country.  Now 
the  way  is  open  for  Old  Boys,  parents 
and  other  friends  of  the  School  to  par- 
ticipate fully  in  all  fund  raising  activi- 
ties. 

Credit  for  the  accomplishment  goes 
to  Bob  Wadds  '38,  an  Old  Boy  and 
Governor  of  the  School,  who  is  re- 
sident in  New  York.  He  has  also  un- 
dertaken the  duties  of  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Fund.  While 
the  Fund  exists  for  the  exclusive  benefit 
of  St.  Andrew's  College,  the  Board  of 
Directors  determines  the  objects  for 
for  which  distribution  of  monies  is 
made.  Individual  contributions  can  be 
designated  for  a  specific  purpose  or  for 
unrestricted    use. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the 
Fund's  existence  is  that  it  provides  a 
means  for  arranging  bequests  to  St.

The  Right  Honourable 

Vincent  Massey, 

P.C,  CH. 

1886-1967 


On  December  30th.  1967.  the  Right 
Honourable  Vincent  Massey  died  while 
on  a  visit  to  London.  England.  Un- 
doubtedly St.  Andrew's  most  disting- 
uished Old  Boy.  and  one  of  the  greatest 
Canadians  of  his  time.  Vincent  Massey 
will  be  inscribed  in  the  history  of  his 
country  as  the  first  native  born  Gov- 
ernor General  of  Canada.  He  entered 
St.  Andrew's  in  1902  and  graduated  in 
1906.  As  a  student  he  would  be  best 
remembered  for  his  interest  in  the 
founding  of  the  Highland  Cadet  Corps, 
of  which  he  was  one  of  the  first  of- 
ficers, and  which  is  still  a  distinctive 
feature  of  life  at  the  School.  His  early 
appreciation  for  literary  affairs  was 
apparent  in  his  capacity  as  an  editor  of 
the  "Review"  for  several  years.  A  little 
known  fact  is  that  upon  graduation 
from  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1910. 
Mr.  Massey  was  actually  appointed  a 
member  of  the  teaching  staff  at  St. 
Andrew's  for  the  following  academic 
year  but  decided  instead  to  pursue 
further    studies   at   Oxford. 

Mr.  Massey's  long  and  distinguished 
career  in  the  service,  of  Canada  is  so 
well  known  that  there  is  no  need  to 
record  it  h:re.  Suffice  to  say  that  St 
Andrew's  College  is  proud  to  have 
played  a  part  in  the  edu:ation  of  such 
a    man. 


Kellogg  Sinclair 
MacLachlan 


A  source  of  pride  for  St.  Andrew's 
College  is  the  fact  that  some  Old  Boys 
who  attended  the  School  for  a  compar- 
atively short  time  prove  to  be  among 
its  staunchest  friends  and  supporters 
Such  a  man  was  Commander  "Lai" 
Maclachlan.  O.B.E..  B.A.Sc.  R.C.N.- 
V.R.  (retired).  At  St.  Andrew's  in  1908- 
09.  Commander  Maclachlan  matricu- 
lated into  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  obtained  a  degree  of  B.  A.  Sc.  with 
honours.  From  there  he  went  on  to  an 
outstanding  career  in  business  and  the 
armed  forces.  Becoming  President  of 
the  Fraser  Companies  1  united  in  Moil 
treal  in  1933.  he  interrupted  his  bus- 
iness activity  during  World  War  II  to 
serve  in  the  armed  forces  and  was  ap- 
pointed Deputy  Minister  of  National 
Defence  for  Naval  Services  in  1940. 
Subsequently  he  resigned  from  this  po- 
sition to  undertake  active  service  with 
the  navy  and  became  an  expert  in  com- 
bined operations.  He  helped  plan  Al- 
lied landings  at  Dieppe,  in  North  Africa. 
Sicily  and  Italy,  being  actually  on  the 
beach  at  Anzio.  In  June  of  1945  he 
returned  to  industry  as  President  of 
Standard  Chemical  Co.  Ltd.  and  a  di- 
rector of  several  companies.  Upon  his 
retirement  he  made  his  residence  in 
Toronto. 

"Lai"  was  elected  a  Governor  of  St. 
Andrew's  College  in  1959  and  gave 
unstintingly  of  his  time  and  consider- 
able energy  to  the  affairs  of  the  School, 
until  ill  health  forced  him  to  resign  in 
1966.  He  was  also  one  of  the  original 
Trustees  of  the  Foundation  where  his 
wise  counsel  and  financial  acumen  were 
greatly  valued.  Commander  Maclachl
